REMARKS 


The Applicant has filed the present Response in reply to the outstanding Official 
Action of November 12, 2004, and the Applicant believes the Response to be fully 
responsive to the Official Action for reasons set forth below in greater detail. 

At the onset, we would like to note that the Examiner has indicated that Claims 4- 
6, 10-12 and 16-18 have allowable subject matter and would be allowed if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Accordingly, Claims 4, 5, 10, 1 1, 16, and 17 have been amended in independent 
form including all of the rejected base claims. 

Claims 1-3, 7-9 and 13-15 have been cancelled. No new matter has been added by 
the aforementioned amendments.
